Up to the 3lst of March of the 
present year, the total amount of direct 
expenditures is estimated at 226 million 
yen. This represents only tho sama ‘adtu- 
ally paid. out by the Government for the 
Feonduct of the campaign, the return of the 
troops, and other matters immodiately oon~ 
nected with tho war, ‘There remain many 
other outlays that will ultimately swoll the 
aggregate, For instance, Japanis to ocoupy 
Weihaiwei antil the wholoof the war indem~ 
nity is paid. . Towards the expenses of the 
occupation China contributes 600,000 tacle 
annually, or one-fourth of the expense ac- 
tually incurred.
